After some discussion, it was the 
opinion of the board that Cypress 
avenue, between Miller and Lux, and 
Lux, between Linden avenue and San 
Bruno road, should be improved with 
standard pavements. 

A resolution establishing water 
rates for the year from July 1, 1915, 
to June 30, 1916, at 23 cents per 100 
cubic feet, was adopted. 

Clerk Smith was directed to notify 
the proper officials of the United 
Railroads that the city would start 
proceedings to pave Grand avenue ex¬ 
tension from Chestnut avenue to the 
Mission road next Monday night, 
when an adjourned meeting will be 
held.

DAY” ON JULY 4TH 


With the object in view of making 
immigrants and naturalized citizens 
feel at home, and for the purpose of 
fostering a spirit of patriotism and 
loyalty in the hearts of the new citi¬ 
zens and immigrants for the land of 
their adoption, a nation-wide move¬ 
ment has been inaugurated for the 
dedication of the coming fourth of 
July as “Americanization Day. ’ 

Co-operating with the national 
Americanization Day committee, the 
commission of immigration and hous¬ 
ing of California is arranging for the 
observance of “Americanization Day” 
on the fourth of July in every town 
and city of California. 

From the state commission comes 
the suggestion that in each town and 
city in the state special provision be 
made in the fourth of July program 
for participation by the new citizens 
and immigrants, to the end that they 
may be made to feel that they have 
a part in the celebration of American 
independence. 

It is proposed by the commission 
of immigration and housing that the 
fourth of July committees in the 
various towns and cities of the state 
issue special invitations to the im¬ 
migrants, particularly the naturalized 
citizens, to participate in the cele¬ 
bration of Independence Day, and 
that a part of the program be ar¬ 
ranged for their special benefit. It 
is suggested that the program include 
speeches by leading citizens and some 
of the immigrants on the duties of 
America to the immigrant and the 
immigrant to America. It is also 
suggested that each immigrant 
naturalized during the past year be 
presented with a small American flag 
and also a seal button of the city 
with the word “Citizen” upon it; this 
presentation to be followed by the 
unfurling of the American flag, the 
singing of the “Star-Spangled Ban¬ 
ner,” and the reciting of the “Pledge 
of Allegiance” by the new citizens 
assembled. These ceremonies are 
part of the fourth at July celebration 
in Cleveland, Ohio, every year. 

Acting upon the suggestion of the 
commission many towns and cities 
throughout the state are arranging 
for the observance of “Americaniza¬ 
tion Day” on the fourth of July. 
Many communications to this effect 
have already been received by the 
commission, together with requests 
for further suggestions for the proper 
observance of the day. It is antici¬ 
pated that most of the towns and 
cities in the state will co-operate in 
tiie movement. In Los Angeles four 
high school buildings are to be used 
for special immigrant meetings and 
celebrations on tiie fourth of July. In 
San Francisco, it is hoped, will be 
held one of the largest and most im¬ 
portant “Americanization Day” cele¬ 
brations in the state. 

Tiie commission of immigration 
and housing of California will gladly 
render any assistance possible in 
making the “Americanization Day” 
celebration a success in California. 
To this end those interested are in¬ 
vited to get in touch witli the com¬ 
mission, which has its headquarters 
iit 525 Market street, San Francisco.
